Group I, claim(s) 1-16, 18 and 19, drawn to EDG5 polynucleotides, polypeptides and 
methods of using same. 

Group II, claim(s) 17, drawn to EDG5 ligands. 

Group III, claim(s) 20, drawn to EDG5 antagonists. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of Group I is the sequence of the EDG5 polynucleotide, which encodes the 
EDG5 polypeptide. The ligand of Group II and the antagonist of Group III do not share 
this structure, and thus are properly placed in separate Groups. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
